Small Building Lions Spring Conclave 
Opens In Ontario 


Catches Fire, 
Little Damage 


All of Upland and most of On- 
tario was plunged into total dark- 
ness for nearly 20 minutes last 


night when a 66,000 volt oil switch 
at the Upland substation of the 
Southern California Edison Co. ex- 
ploded suddenly just before 8 
o'clock. 

Although the fire in the switch 
burned itself out, the small build- 
ing occupied by the operator of 
the station caught fire but was 
extinguished before the arrival of 
the Upland fire department by an 
Edison Co. employe with a garden 
hose. Total loss of equipment and 
fire damage to the small building 
was placed at around “a couple 
hundred dollars” by Frank Cur- 
ran, superintendent. 

With the cause of the explosion 
still undetermined, Mr. Curran 
said that “these things happen 
sometimes and we are sorry that 
the service had to be interrupted.” 

More than 4,000 homes in On- 
tario were without electric ser- 
vice during the 20 minute period 
along with Upland. The rest of 
Ontario is on the Chino switch and 
was not affected. 

While Fire Chief Howard Pau- 
lin said he cotldn’t be sure, it

Segregation 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 14. 
(/Py—In a biting and unanimous 
opinion, the Ninth U. S. Circuit 
court of appeals today denied the 
right of California school districts 
to segregate school children of 
Mexican or Latin extraction. 

In upholding an injunction by 
the Southern California  distrfct 
court, justices of the appellate 
court denounced the practice as a 
“vicious principle’ and_ school 
trustees as violating their oaths 
of office. 

The appeal was brought from 
Orange county, where the West- 
minster and Garden Grove school 
Santa Ana and El Modena _  dis- 
tricts sought to compel Mexican 
children to attend separate schools. 
The appeal from the district court’s 
finding against the districts was 
based on grounds of lack of juris- | 
diction. 

The petitioners alleged their 
rights were ueprived them under | 
the 14th amendment, the so-called

MOSCOW, April 14 (#)—The 
council of foreign ministers ap- 





parently agreed in principle to- 
night to negotiate a four-power 
non-aggression treaty on Germany 
along the lines of the 40-year pact 
proposed by James F. Byrnes.

Soviet Foreign Minister V. M.

Official sources said 
they considered this agreement in 
principle on the part of the Soviet 
Union.

Rule Out Vets | 
Seniority Rank 


WASHINGTON, April 14 ()— 
The Supreme court today ruled the 
Selective Service act does not 
guarantee a veteran’s seniority on 
his old job as long as he remains 
with his pre-war employer. 

Justice Rutledge delivered the 
court’s ‘-2 decision. Justice Jack- 
son dissented and was joined by 
Justice Frankfurter. 

The ruling was given on an ap- 
peal by the CIO United Automo- 
bile Workers and the Trailmobile 
Co. of Cincinnati, from a decision 
by the U. S. Circuit Court in Cin- 
cinnati which held that a veter- 
an’s pre-service seniority rights 
extend beyond his first year of 
re-employment. 

The union and the company as- 
serted the decision would affect 
hundreds of thousands of non-vet- 
erans as well as veterans. 

The Supreme Court majority 
took the position that after a year 


{the veteran loses such protection 


from the Selective Service act as 
gave him preferred standing dur- 
ing that year over employees not 
veterans but having identical sen- 
iority rights at the time he re- 
turned to his job. 








WASHINGTON, April 14 (#) 
—A Federal grand jury today in- 
dicted Gerhart Eisler, alleged 
Communist leader, on charges of } 
swearing to false statements when 
seeking to leave the United States 
in 1945. 

Hisler, 54, a German alien who 
has been living in New York, also 
is under indictment for contempt 
of Congress. That charge was 
brought last February when he 
refused to testify under oath hbe- 
fore the House committee on un- 
American activities.

The Chaffey Election—— 
Public Interest Is Essential— 


The most important institution ia this and any community 
is the schools. 

Particularly right here, the educators and those in charge 
of managing the school district are faced with unusual and 
grave problems. Growth is the principal reason for those 
problems. Changing needs is another problem. During the 
war years the Chaffey district played an important role in 
helping prepare men for victory. Now the problem is help- 
ing men “to catch up” on time lost during the war. 

In “normal” times schools are more or less the same year 
after year—as far as the average layman observes. The at- 
tendance is only slightly higher from year to year and each 
classroom of pupils from year to year requires about the 
same instruction. Fundamentals, of course, never change. 
The large number of war veterans, however, now at Chaf- 
fey college present an unusual problem. 

All of which means that the school election May 16 will 
be unusual, unusual in the fact, aat least, thai more candi- 
dates than ever will be on the Chaffey school board ballot. 

N. E. Trautman, who has been on the board for many 
years, will not be a candidate. H. S. Bailey, president, has 
consented to run again. Wednesday is the “deadline” for 
candidates to file. Already listed as candidates besides Mr. 
Bailey are M. C. Dinger, Mrs. Bernard G. Keppler, F. J. Biane 
and William Kilby. 

As far as the general public is concerned there is no dis- 
satisfaction in the management of the schools. The Chaf- 
fey board members are capable and are conscientious in 
giving their best for the welfare of the students and the 
parents. No public officials give more time without remun- 
eration and recognition than school board members. 

Fundamentally, the school district is well founded and 
there is really nothing wrong with the Chaffey schools. We 
are sure of that. 

In limited circles, there apparently is some dissatisfac- 
tior, with the administration of the Chaffey campus and the 
Chafiey school district. It is one thing to realize that per- 
sonalities may be the cause of the dissatisfaction and not a 
fundamental weakness in the schools. 

It is well for the public attention to be centered on the 
schools. This interest is good for the public and for all peo- 
ple directly and indirectly connected with the school district. 

This interest and attention should be constant and not 
only at election time. Between now and May 16 all voters 
should seek to become better acquainted with the candidates 
and to determine if there really are any real issues involved. 
This newspaper will seek to present the candidates impar- 
tially and to constructively stimulate interest in school prom-
